These grand old masters were 
Michael Angela^ Kaphacl, Venocchio, 
Titian, Corrcggio and Fra Angelk'O.

It was a century 
in which art, mathematics, literature 
and philo^phv revived, for learned 
Greeks frcm C&'.istaminuple, driver, out 
by tiie Turks, had taken refuge in Italy, 
and so dillused learning.

"His 'Last tiuppi-r' is considered by 


some to be th.1 graudc-i work that 
Christian artha>evtr produced, and, al- 
though in a greatly damaged condition, 
one may yet trace the extraordinary 
invention ot his genius. A few years 
spent in the service of 0:csar Borgia. 
i he infamous son ot Alexander the 
iixth, 
were 
passed in wandering 


through Central Italy, inspecting fort- 
resses and making alterations ami ita- 
provements as he saw lit. Upon his 
return to i,Florence the second great 
work which was to make his name 
doubly famous was executed. It is in 
his portrait of Mona Liza that the mas- 
ter's style is most easily discerned, its 
chief excellence being expression, ami 
the rendering of a most subtle smile. 


"Although Leonardo counted paint- 


ing only as an accomplishment, and 
civil engineering was his profession, 
today it is Leonardo the painter that 
has gained lasting renown."

Sb i said, among other 
things: "There i: no development with- 
out conflict, and as conflict presupposes 
cause, so the development of. the idea of 
God has heen wi ought out iu Ihe mind 
of man through mecessive centuries by 
the powers oi God and evil warring in 
the human soul and their emotions 
seeking for expression in some, eternal 
way.

As a special 
musical composer many of his prede- 
cessors were superior to him. but in the 
double capacity of poet and musician 
he stands unsurpassed, and the art 
must wait long for his equal. 
The essayist closed by asserting that 
the German musical drama i« a higher 
expression of the emotions than the 
Italian.

"The Iliad and What It Teaches Us." 


an essay by Miss Bertha Perkins, fol- 
lowed. Tbe essayist retold the story of 
the mythological battles between the 
heroes of Greece aud Troy, as if it 
were the fruit of a reverie while "she 
sat gazing into the fire. Behold I the 
coals wreathed themselves into fantastic 
shapes and scene after scene from the 
Iliad appeared, lingered but for a 
moment, and then fell with a crash, to 
gire place to n succeeding one. Here 
was a wild plain stretched before my 
wondering gaze, covered with the vast 
array of Greek tents; at one side in the 
harbor lay the many ships, while on 
the other, in the distance, gleamed the 
towered city of Troy. 
The essayist then saw Chrysis. the 
priest of Apollo, coming with ransom 
to AtreJes Agamemnon to redeem his 
daughter Cbryseia. whom Ihe prince 
had captured, saw the dispute of the 
chiefs, the yielding of Atrides, who 
seized upon IBriseis, which enraged the 
great Achilles: saw this hero withdraw 
himself and his myrmidons from the 
Greek host; saw tbe deserted beaten 
back by the Trojans: saw the great 
ships tired, and Patroclus killed; saw 
Achilles avenge his friend's death and 
drag great Hector's body seven times 
around the doomed city; saw Hector's 
funeral pile. Then she observed: 
"Could any historian, with his long 
list of facts, have given us a better 
picture ot his investigations, manners, 
and customs, religion and arts of this 
ancient people than onr divine Homer 
hassling in this iliud, the grandest epic 
ever written by mortal man?" 
This concluded the esaays. Mrs. W.
